1. This memorandum responds to your proposal that the responsibilities 
for emergency planning be transferred to the Support Directorate; that the 
position of the Emergency Planning Officer be abolished; that Miss I I 25X1 

and her position be transferred to the DD/S; and to your request for 
an immediate study of the emergency planning problem in the Agency with 
recommendations about what we should continue to do about emergency planning 
and how we should do it . 


2. I appreciate your desire to save a ceiling position, but I ask that you 
defer action on this until 1 February 1970 , By that time I believe it will be 
possible for us to get a more objective view of this function and a more realistic 
assessment of our true requirement. It will also allow us time to get a more 
accurate assessment of the current climate of emergency planning in the rest 
of the Government and to study further the overall implications of adopting a 
modified Agency posture in this field. During the interim I would propose to 
have | | of my staff assume the emergency planning responsibility. 


3. As you know, the attitude of the present Administration toward emer- 
gency planning has not been specifically enunciated. Executive Order 10346 
dated 17 April 1952, as amended, is still in effect and requires each Federal 
agency in consultation with the Office of Emergency Planning to prepare plans 
for Civil Defense emergencies. Although there has never been an official act 
or pronouncement which could be interpreted as authority to relax our vigilance 
in the emergency planning function, the facts are that very little has been done 
these past few years and there seems to be no hope of obtaining the funds 
needed to develop realistic, meaningful, emergency relocation plans and 
facilities. While our current emergency relocation program is probably on

SUBJECT : Mission and Responsibilities of the CIA. /Emergency 

Planning Officer 


1. The broad mission and responsibility of the CIA Emergency Planning 
Officer centers on providing the means for continuity of the mission and 
functions of the Director of Central Intelligence and the Central Intelligence 
Agency under all conditions of emergency, ranging from threatened or actual 
enemy attack against the continental United States on down to adverse conditions 
arising from disturbances of the natural elements, such as hurricanes or 
floods. Included within this spectrum of responsibility is preparedness 
against the potential threat posed by civil disorders, riots, and demonstrations. 

2. This responsibility extends beyond abstract planning and keeping 
plans timely: it includes taking all necessary measures, short of usurping 
command responsibilities of the Deputy Directors, to insure that the extant 
plans are operable at all times and that, if invoked, they are adequate to 
insure the carrying on of the mission and functions of the Director of Central 
Intelligence and the Central Intelligence Agency under the circumstances. 

It includes also the establishing of working relationships with appropriate 
elements of the Federal Government and state and local governments as necessary. 

3. There are two categories of emergency which are excluded from the 
responsibility of this office. One is the matter of fires and fire hazard, 
the responsibility for which is vested in the Director of Security. The 
other is the matter of work stoppage caused by heavy snow accumulation, and 
the resultant authorization for absence from duty, the responsibility for 
which is borne by the Director of Personnel, working in concert with the 
Civil Service Commission. My office does, however, provide special credentials 
for the use of persons whose assignment requires their presence at work in 
spite of heavy snow. These credentials are recognized by local authorities 

in the Commonwealth of Virginia pursuant to an arrangement which I made with 
the State Director of Civil Defense of Virginia. 
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4. The President is the prime source of authority, policy guidance, 
and doctrine governing Federal planning for continuity of government and 
for emergency relocation precipitated by enemy action. His executive agent 
and principal assistant for this purpose is the Director of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, whose agency (OEP) is in the Executive Office of the 
President. The authority of the Director of OEP to promulgate policy guidance, 
direction, requirements, and doctrine in this activity to the departments 
and agencies of the Executive Branch of the Government is contained in statutes 
on the subject and in Executive Order 11051 , dated 27 September 1962, which 
also vests appropriate controls in him.

Because I have no one to whose current

c. Maintain the Agency Vital Records Program at its 
current level of effort and continue to meet Executive 
Department reporting requirements for Emergency Planning 
purposes. However, as much of our efforts in this area 
appear to be inadequate and unrealistic, we intend to under- 
take an intensive review of this program which might well 
result in an redirection of goals (i.e. do we structure the 
program on protection against all out emergencies including 
thermonuclear attack or rather confine our efforts to "limited" 
type emergencies of fire, riot, natural disasters, etc.).
